HE Report on the Conversations at 
Malines, published to-day, may be 
fairly described asthe first piece of 
theological writing that has appeared, 
since the Reformations within and with- 
out the Roman Catholic Church in the 
sixteenth century, that may be read with 
a like mind by both Roman Catholics and 
Protestants. Its effect throughout Ireland 
may well be far-reaching. That it will 
tend to place all persons who profess 
faith in any form of Christianity on better 
terms of friendship with one another 
seems beyond question. It extends 
straight away the right hand of brotherly 
fellowship, despite existing differences of 
dectrine and discipline, between all sorts 
and conditions of Irishmen. 

When, in January, 1924, Cardinal 
Mercier was explaining to his clergy and 
to his diocese the part which he had taken 
in the conversations at Malines, he re- 
minded them of the words of Leo XIII. :— 
“The great events of history cannot be 
gauged by human calculations ”; and, 
when he found his clergy and diocese im- 
patient at the progress made towards re- 
union, he addressed to them words which 
he afterwards repeated to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury — “ An effort of charity is 
never lost.” We cannot gauge the con- 
versations at Malines by human calcula- 
tions, but we can be certain that the effort 
of charity made at Malines will never be 
lost. 


1921-1925. 


The contents of the report now pub- 
lished are a report presented to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury by the Anglican 
members of the informal conference that 
met at Malines at intervals in the years 
1921-1925, with three appendices and a 
supplement. Four conversations took 
place at Malines, and an account of these 
conversations was at first drawn up in- 
dependently by the Roman Catholics and 
the Anglicans, but at a fifth meeting, held 
on October 11th and 12th, 1926, these 
accounts were ‘‘ read, discussed and 
amended by both parties acting in colla- 
boration.” The Anglicans are responsible 
for the report presented to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, but their report has the 
advantage of the criticism of the Roman 
Catholics who took part in the conversa- 
tions. 

The Roman Catholics who took part in 
the canversations were His Eminence 
Cardinal Mercier, Mgr. Van Roey, Vicar- 
General of Malines; M. F. Portal, Priest 
of the Mission, Paris; and, for the third 
and fourth meetings, Mgr. Batiffol, Canon 
of Notre Dame, Paris, and M, Hemmer, 
Curé de la Sainte Trinité, Paris, The 
Anglicans were Viscount Halifax, the 
Very Rev. Dr. Armitage Robinson, Dean 
of Wells; Dr. Frere, the present Bishop 
of Truro; and, for the third and fourth 
meetings, Dr. Gore, formerly Bishop of 
Oxford, and Dr. Kidd, Warden of Keble 
College, Oxford, who were present at the 
request of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
The second of the conversations 1s de- 
scribed. in the report as a meeting to 
which “the Anglicans now came with the 
friendly cognisance of the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, and the Roman 
Catholics with the knowledge of the Holy 
See.’’ 


THE PREFACE. 


The three appendices to the report pre- 
sented to the Archbishop ol Canterbury 
contain, first, a list of documents sub- 
mitted aut the conversations. These 
documents were prepared by the different 
persons attending at Malines, and were 
‘then discussed in detail. The second 
appendix consists of part of a speech by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury in the 
Upper House of Convocation on February 
6ii, 1924, and the third appendix is a 
letter from Cardinal Mercier, Archbishop 
of Malines, to the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, dated from Malines, October 25th, 
1925. The supplement to the report con- 
tains a memorandum presented for the 
Roman Catholics at the meeting held at 
Malines on the 1lth and 12th October, 
1926. This memorandum is preceded by 
the following preface :— 

“This and the foregoing account 
of the four conversatious held at Malines 
were drawn up independently by the 
Roman Catholics and the Anglicans; but 
at a fifth meeting, held on October 11th 
and 12th. 1926, each of them was read, 
discussed and amended by both parties 
acting in collaboration. Each side is re- 
sponsible for its own account, but each 
‘bas had the advantage of the criticism 
of the other. It is probably a gain that 
the two accounts have followed different 
methods of treatment, and have reviewed 
the proceedings from different standpoints. 
‘The result, it may be hoped, will be that 
ihe reader will obtain a fuller apprecia- 
tion of what took place than would have 
otherwise been possible, and at the same 
time will not fail to perceive the large 
measure of convergence which underlies 
both the documents.’ 


OBJECT OF THE MEETINGS. 


Not often—indeed, it may be said, never 
before—has a document of a theological 
character, written ‘‘ with all the delicacy 
of expression that is needed,’’ and bearing 
on the questions that have for centuries 
divided Roman Catholics and Anglicans, 
been issued from the Press, designed to 
meet what Cardinal Mercier describes as 
“the curiosity of public opinion,’’ which 
can be read equally well by both Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. As one of the 
Anglicans said ‘at the first meeting at 
Malines, such a meeting between Roman 
Catholics and Anglicans was ‘‘ without 
any parallel in the last 200 years and 
more.” The meetings “had not had as 
their object the conversion or submission 
of individuals, but had been meetings of 
theologians anxious to see whether the 
Church of England and the Church of 
Rome can come to an understanding. 
Understanding was, after all, the meaning 
of the word entente, and this must be an 
entente cordiale.”’ The report is published 
in both Frenca and English by Mr. 
Humphrey Milford, Oxford University 
Press. Its published price is two shillings 
and sixpence; and ine first thing that 
anyone who cares for the promotion of 
brotherly friendliness petween all sorts and 
conditions of Irishmen will be inclined 
to say about it is, 1 think, that no one 
cught to venture an opinion concerning 
this publication until ne has done it the 
justice of reading it.

NEW SOLICITOR. 


Amongst the students who passed the final 
examination last October for the solicitors 
profession was Mr. ag TÍ Barrett, son of 
Mr. William Barrett, Clonliffe road, 
Dublin, and he has been just admitted to the 
Roll by the Chief Justice.

The demand for self-government pro- 
ceeds apace throughout the various Crown 
Colonies of the Empire. The Earl of 
Donoughmore at present is presiding as 
Chairman over a small Commission which 
is being held in Ceylon, on the same lines 
as that about to take hoc 
place in India under 
the Chairmanship of 
of Sir John Simon. 

The position of 
Ceylon is analogous 
to that in India since 
the Indian Reform 
Act of 1919. There 
is a non - official 
majority in the Legis- 
lative Council, which 
has power to refuse 
supply; but, as in 
India, the Legisla- 
ture has no power THe Ean or 
over the Executive. DoONOUGHMORF. 
The Ceylon Congress demands the re- 
sponsibility of the Executive to the Legis- 
lature; but the Congress is of opinion 
“that the defence of the island is a 
matter of Imperial concern, and should 
remain in the hands of the Governor and 
Secretary of State for the Colonies.’’ The 
European Association, on the other hand, 
are in favour of the status quo. 

Lord Donoughmore’s task should be an 
easier one than that of Sir John Simon, 
as no attempt is being made in Ceylon 
to boycott the Commission, and his 
experience of the Irish Convention of 1917 
should be of the greatest assistance in ar- 
riving at a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. 

Lord Donoughmore is Grand Master of 
the Irish Freemasons. 


To-day’s New Novel. 


Despite her typically Irish name, Miss 
Sheila Kaye-Smith, the novelist, has no 
connection with Ireland. Her new novel, 
“ Smoke and Iron ”’ (Cassell, 7s. 6d. net), 
published to-day, breaks new ground ; for 
while the main scenes take place among 
the county folk of Sussex, there are 
chapters which carry us to the Black 
Country. Conflict between the country and 
industrialism is the backsround of human 
conflict, A Sussex man, devoted to his 
estate, selfishly marries the daughter of 
an industrial magnate; and she, throw- 
ing herself into the rural life, discovers 
a scandal in her husband’s past, where- 
from tragedy ensures. Widowed, she 
devotes herself to the rearing of her son 
to the county life, and we are given a 
remarkable study of the young generation 
after the Great War. The industrial 
instinct emerges—land, to the young man, 
is but matter for mines. The woman sees 
her life work wasted ; and there is beauty 
in her friendship with the other woman 
whose life, too, has gone awry through the 
vagaries of man. 


Belfast “ Charmers.” 


We ali had a good laugh some time ago 
at the expense of an old Tyrone farmer 
who swore in Court that he had a 
*‘charm’’ which would cure almost every 
il] to.which a cow is heir. A special cor- 
respondent from a London newspaper 
spread the old man’s fame all over 
England. 

In several parts of Ireland the peasants 
believe that the ‘‘charmer’”’ is a much 
more important person than the doctor; 
but I did not know until yesterday that 
this belief is shared by many persons in 
Belfast, the home of Ireland’s largest hos- 
pital and of a vigorous medical school. A 
lady wko does much social work in Belfast 
assures me that in several of the large in- 
dustrial establishments there are ‘‘ char- 
mers,’ who are treated with the utmost 
respect by their fellow-workers. One of 
then, his workmates claim, has cured 
several stubborn cases of erysipelas, has 
made warts disappear in a night, and has 
treated scores of persons successfully fox 
sprained ankles and wrists. : 

Propaganda by the public health 
authorities seems to be needed in Belfast. 


Spolia Opima. 


There will be no moaning at the Bar 
when Sir John Simon puts out to sea 
to-day. Regret at the retirement of so 
distinguished a leader will be moderated 
by two circumstances. In the first place, 
it was almost inevitable when he accepted

me volve; and, in the 

aay second place, it means 
the division of rich 
legal spoils amongst 
other _ practising 
K.C.’s, who will be 
quite glad of such 
booty. Sir John has 
been 28 years at the 
Bar, only eight as a 
junior; and during 
more than half his 
two decades as a silk his briefs have been 
more plentiful and more highly endorsed 
than those of any other lawyer of latter 
days. At 55 Sir John may well retire 
from the legal arena, with a more than 
comfortable fortune, and dedicate his 
remaining years to politics, a peerage, and 
an improving golf handicap. 


Youthful Enterprise. 


An enterprising Dublin youth of my 
acquaintance has struck upon a novel way 
of earning a comfortable living. He is of 
a mechanical turn of mind, and when out 
of a job a couple of years ago he resolved 
to specialise in the repair of cash registers. 
He undertakes to keep a cash register in 
good repair for £1 a year, and, as he has 
over 300 firms on his list, his income, 
which is still growing, amounts to about 


£5 a week. 
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A New Benedictine Monastery. 


An interesting event will take place 
to-day, when Glenstal Castle, near Lime- 
rick, which formerly was the residence of 
Sir Charles Barrington, will be opened as 
a Benedictine monastery by several mem- 
bers of that order from the famous Abbey 
of Maredsous, the abbot of which will be 
present at the ceremony. 

I understand that part of the work of 
the monastery will be to conduct a School 
of Arts and Crafts. The prior of the 
monastery will be Dom Gerard Francois, 
My readers will remember that in June, 
1925, Sir Charles Barrington offered 
Glenstal Castle to President Cosgrave as 
an Irish “ Chequers ’’—a country resi- 
dence for the President and future Presi- 
dents of the Executive Council. President 
Cosgrave and the Governor-General after- 
wards visited the property, but, although 
delighted by the beauty of the castle and 
its magnificent situation, were regretfully 
obliged to decline the generous offer, 
owing, mainly, to the long distance from 
Dublin at which it is situated. 


Ar. Birrell’s Birthday. 


Mr. Augustine Birrell, the distin- 
guished littérateur and former politician, 
will celebrate his 78th birthday to-mor- 
row. He was born at Liverpool, and was 
the son of a Nonconformist minister in 
that city. On his election to the House 
of Commons as Liberal member for Fife- 
shire, he quickly made a name by his 
witty speeches, which gave rise to the ex- 
pression ** birrelling.’’ From 1907 to 
1916 he was Chief Secretary for Ireland. 

Mr. Birrell is a man of humour, and he 
much enjoys the story of how he found 
himself in an embarrassing position in a 
railway carriage some years ago. He was 
only just in time to catch his train, and 
sat down hurriedly next to a little girl 
in shawl and clogs. Glancing at her a 
moment or two afterwards he saw that she 
appeared very uneasy, and was regarding 
him with no great favour. Then it 
dawned upon him that he was sitting on 
her newspaper. 

“ Here, my dear,” said the great book- 
man, pulling the paper from under him 
and handing it to her, “ I’m sorry.” 

The girl did not look quite satisfied, but 
she said nothing until the train stopped 
at the next station. ‘‘ Please, sir,’’ she 
then inquired meekly, as she rose to get 
out, ‘‘may I have my fried fish 7” It had 
been in the paper! 


Trish Ex-Servicemen and Migration. 


I understand that during his visit to 
Canada Mr. I. S. Amery, Secretary of 
State for the Dominions, will discuss im- 
portant schemes of migration. Indeed, it 
is quite probable that the position of ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State and 
their claim to be included in the British 
schemes of migration will be among the 
matters considered. 

I met a prominent member of the Irish 
branch of the British Legion a few days 
avo, and he told me that he has been in 
communication with the Dominion Depart- 
ment on this subject, and has been given 
to understand that a decision will be come 
to shortly after Mr. Amery returns. 

It is admitted that the position of ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State ‘is 
anomalous. They were entitled to be in- 
cluded in British migration schemes 
before the Treaty, as, indeed, ex-Service 
men resident in Northern Ireland are so 
privileged at the present time. 

The Family Settlement Scheme, which 
has been in operation for over three years, 
terminates next June. Under this 
scheme some 3,000 families from Britain 
and Northern Ireland have been settled in 
the Dominions in homesteads of their 
own. This is the scheme which it is be- 
lieved would be most popular among ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State. 


Modern WCan. 


While waiting for my turn in a Dublin 
hairdresser’s shop yesterday I saw a 
notice displayed for all to see that gave 
me rather a shock. It read: ‘‘ Gent'e- 
men’s Hair Waved, Marcel, 2s. 6d.; Per- 
manent Wave, from £1 1s. upwards.’’ 
Now, there may. be a few Beau Brummels 
in the city, who, careless of the comments 
of others, would sit down in a barber’s 
chair and submit to the long and tedious 
process of “ Marcelling.’’ I pride myself 
upon having a fair amount of courage, but 
I must confess that such an ordeal would 
be too much for me. 


“T earned ACembers.”’ 


In reference to my paragraph in Satur- 
day’s issue that barristers alone of the 
learned professions were referred to in the 
House of Commons as “ learned,’’ a corre- 
spondent informs me that in the case of 
one distinguished member of Parliament 
twenty years ago, an interesting exception 
was made. 

The late Samuel Henry Butcher, who 
represented Cambridge University, was a 
very keen critic of Mr. Birrell and of his 
Irish administration, but a supporter of 
the establishment of the National Univer- 
sity, In the course of the debates upon the 
latter topic the Chief Secretary referred to 
Professor Butcher as ‘‘ the honourable and 
learned member for Cambridge,” and 
thereupon added a worthy compliment— 
“We refer,’ he continued, “to some 
honourable members of this House as 
learned, by the long usage of Parliament ; 
we refer to the hon. gentleman opposite as 
learned, because he is, in fact, learned— 
the finest scholar of this generation.” 

By the way, Professor Butcher was 
elected for Cambridge at the General Elec- 
tion of 1906, on the death, in December, 
1905, of another very distinguished and 
learned man, Sir Richard C. Jebb, who 
had filled the seat for the previous fifteen 
vears. Both Jebb and Butcher were 
Irishmen. It would be hard to find their 
equals to-day. 


SHANE O'NEILL. 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
MARY T. HAYDEN. 


“Shane O'Neill” was the subject of an 
interesting lecture delivered by Prolessor 
Mary T. bhais last night in the Rathmines 
Town Hall. The lecturer sketched the life 
and times of the great sixteenth century 
Irish chieftain with clearness and insight, 
showing a wide knowledge of her subject. 
She pointed out that Shane was the last 
Irish chieftain of the old stamp in Ulster. At 
the time of his birth, about 1529 or 1550, 
Ireland was divided into independent States 
under chieftains, the only part of it which 
was really governed by the English being 
what was called the Pale. Shane's romantic 
and « citing career received full justice from 
Miss Hayden, who dwelt specially on |the 
part he played in the internecine strife of the 
O’Donnells of Tirconaill, in which quarrel he 
espoused the side of Hugh O’Donnell. 

Mrs. Hill Tulloch, who presided, on behalf 
of the large audience present, thanked Pro- 
fessor Hayden for her very interesting

For the story 
goes that one day in 
the nursery he en- 
gaged in a battle of 
toy soidiers with his sister. Her warriors 
fell dead on the floor one after the other 
until the whole army was hors de combat. 
Not one of little Joseph’s troops had 
succumbed, and the reason was that he had 
glued them to the floor before beginning 
hostilities. But is not the same story told 
of Charles Stewart Parnell as a child 
playing with his sister Fanny ? 


A Durer Festival. 


I have received an interesting letter 
from the Publicity Department of the City 
of Nuremberg, containing full particulars 
of the ‘‘ Diirer Year,” which will begin 
there in April, and will continue until the 
end of September. Nuremberg—or, as its 
natives call it, Nirnberg—is one of the 
most delightful towns in Europe. It is 
the centre of the toy industry, and its 
citizens have managed to preserve it as an 
almost complete medizeval town. I know 
of no other city in Europe, except, pos- 
sibly, Brunswick and Oxford, which 
maintains a medieval atmosphere so per- 
fectly as the home of the Master Singers, 
and during the present year it will be at 
its best. 


Nuremberg’s Fame. 


Albrecht Diirer was one of many distin- 
guished sons of Nuremberg, and his fellow- 
townsmen are determined to pay great 
homage to his memory this year. The 
town will be en féte for six months. 
Special arrangements are being made to 
bring visitors by. train and by air from 
all parts of Europe, and there will be a 
regular orgy. of Kiinstaustellungen and 
other exhibitions. The theatre will have 
an especially busy season. Virtually every 
week throughout the season Wagner's 
Meistersinger will be played on Saturday, 
and a whole week will be dedicated to 
Bach. “In July and August visitors will 
find facilities for visiting the Wagner 
Festspiele at Bayretth. No pains will be 
spared to interest foreigners; and I can 
heartily recommend those of my readers 
who are interested either in Diirer himself, 
or in any of the many other attractions 
of this most charming old spot, to include 
Nuremberg in their summer itinerary. 


R.A.F. Accidents. 


A notable feature of the Royal Air 
Force accidents is the decrease recorded 
in those that happened abroad when com- 
pared with the figures of 1926.. In 1926 
on foreign stations there were 25 acci- 
dents and 40 deaths; in 1927 only 11 
accidents and 17 deaths. As there were 
78 casualties in 1927 in the Royal Air 
Force, the fatal accidents on foreign 
stations were, roughly, only one-quarter 
ei those at home. 

The reason, I am told, is the experi- 
mental work that has to be carried out 
at home for the development of new ideas 
in aeronautics, and the testing of new i1n- 
ventions. A distinguished flying officer 
gives the opinion that a definite flying 
sense has been created during the past 
five years, and in time will increase the 
margin of safety. 

Pilots are not as reckless as they were 
once, and machines are far better. The 
one feature that nothing can alter is 
human judgment. Errors of judgment 
are responsible for 90 per cent. of 
accidents. 


A New Trish Classic. 


Professor R. A. Stewart Macalister’s 
new book, published to-day, is a bold, 
well-written and comprehensive work, and 
I think that it will rank as an Inrish 
classic. It is entitled . so ime. 
“ The Archeology of #2 = 
Ireland ” (Methuen, #% | 
16s. net), and carriest 
the story from the 
age, 7,000 years ago, 
when man left his 
first traces in our 
island, down to; 
medieval times. Dr 
Macalister is among 
the finest archzo- 
logical scholars in 
Europe; and his ex- 
pert field-work has 
uncovered chapters of 
Ireland's early his- 
tory from the palimpsest of her soil. Yet, 
although he has achieved so much and is 
so erudite an authority, he renders his 
abstruse subject easily intelligible to the 
ordinary reader. No specialised know- 
ledge is needed to enjoy his book, and 
therefore it ought to be included in the 
library of every Irishman, aiding him to 
the enjoyment and understanding of his 
country’s antiquities. At.the same time, 
it xt Bon conveys a review and 
estimate of all previous work in this sub- 
ject, from the writings of Ware, in the 
seventeenth century, down to the most 
recent publications, such as Mr. W. 
Fitzgerald’s “ Historical Geography of 


Early Ireland.”*

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DEATH OF DUKE 
OF RICHMOND. 
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HIS LONG MILITARY 
CAREER. 
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MAN WHO MODERNISED 
GOODWOOD.

The Duke oí Richmond and Gordon died 
at Goodwood House, Sussex, yesterday 
aiternoon, 5 om eighty-two years. 

Charles Henry Gordon-Lennox, K.G. 
G.C.V.O., C.B., seventh Duke of Richmond 
and Lennox and second Duke of ‘jordon, 
was also Duke of Aubigny in France, His 
ancestor was Charles Lennox, a natural 
son of Charles the Second by Louise 
Renée de Perrencourt de Querouaille, who, 
in 1675, was created Duke of Richmond, 
Earl of March and Baron Settrington in 
the Peerage of England, and Duke of 
Lennox, Earl of Darnley and Baron 
Methuen of Tarbolton in the Peerage 
of Scotland. His mother had been created 
Duchess d’Aubigny by Louis the Four- 
teenth of France, and this title was con- 
firmed to her descendants. 

Several of the Dukes of Richmond have 
held high office in the State. The fourth 
holder of the title was successively Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland and Governor- 
General of Canada. The fourth Duke 
married a daughter of the fourth Duke of 
Gordon, head of one of the most 
illustrious families in Scotland, and when, 
on the death of the fifth Duke of Gordon, in 
1836, that title became extinct, the estates 
went to his nephew, Charles, fifth Duke 
of Richmond, the family name becoming 
Gordon-Lennox. 
mond, Lord Lieutenant of County Banff 
and successively President of the Poor 
Law Board, England, President of the 
Board of Trade, Lord President of the 
Council, and Secretary for Scotland, was 
created, in 1876, Duke of Gordon and Earl 
of Kinrara. 


MILITARY SERVICE. 

The seventh Duke succeeded his father 
in 1903. Formerly an oflficer of the 
Grenadier Guards, he served in the South 
War, being mentioned in 
despatches and awarded a Companionship 
of the Bath. For nineteen years—1869- 
1888—he sat in Parliament as Unionist 
member, first for West Sussex, and after- 
wards for the Chichester Division. Lord 
Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorum of the 
Counties Elgin and Banff and Hereditary 
Constable of Inverness Castle, he was also 
President of the Banff and Elgin Terri- 
torial Army Association and Lieutenant of 
the Royal Company of Archers (King’s 
Bodyguard) for Scotland. In 1917 he 
was elected Chancellor of Aberdeen Univer- 
sity. A Sussex County Alderman and 
past Chairman of the West Sussex County 
Council, he was also a Deputy-Lieutenant 
and Justice of the Peace. 

The Duke was aide-de-camp successively 
to Queen Victoria, King Edward VII., and 
the present King. At the Coronation of 
his present Majesty the Duke bore the 
Sceptre with Dove, 


TWICE MARRIED. 

The Duke was twice married—first, in 
1868, to Amy Mary (who died in 1879). 
eldest daughter of the late Percy Ricardo, 
of Bramley Park, Guildford, and 
secondly, in 1882, to Isabel Sophie (who 
died in 1887), daughter of William George 
Craven. By his first marriage he had two 
sons—the Earl of March and Lord Esme 
Gordon-Lennox, and one daughter, Lady 
Violet, wife of Sir Leonard Brassey, Bart., 
and by his second marriage he had two 
daughters—Lady Helen Beatrice, wife of 
Lieutenant-Colonel William Beckwith, and 
Lady Helen Magdalen, wife of the Duke 
of Northumberland. 

THE NEW EARL. 

The Earl of March, who succeeds his 
father, was born in 1870, and served in 
the South African War as aide-de-camp to 
Lord Roberts, and he accompanied the 
special mission to Foreign Courts to an- 
nounce the accession of the present King 
in 1910. He married, in 1893, Hilda 
Madeline, eldest daughter of the late 
Henry A. Brassey, of Preston Hall, 
Aylesford. His eldest son, Lord Settring- 
ton, a lieutenant in the Irish Guards, 
died of wounds in action in North Russia 
in 1919. His surviving son, Frederick 
Charles, who now bears the title of Lord 
Settrington, was born in 1904, and is a 
lieutenant in the Royal Tank Corps. 

Of Lord March’s two daughters, one— 
Lady Amy Gwendoline—is the wife of 
Captain James Stuart Coats, M.C., and 
the second, Lady Doris, is married to 
Lieutenant-Commander Clare George 
Vyner, of Studley Royal, Yorkshire. 

CONNECTION WITH THE TURF. 

The late Duke never was prominent as 
an owner of racehorses, but was actively 
interested in the Turf as owner of. the 
Goodwood racecourse, whose annual meet- 
ing in July is the climax of the London 
season. As Earl of March he rode in 
races in his younger days, though without 
much success. He was elected a member 
of the Jockey Club in 1879 and was made 
a Steward three years later. It was while 
he held that office that the question of 
betting by jockeys was raised, and when 
some of the jockeys stated that they had 
to bet in order to get a living, the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club passed a rule 
ordering all jockeys’ fees to be paid at 
scale, and another prohibiting jockeys 
from betting. 

The Duke again was a steward during 
the early “eighties,” when once more 
trouble arose in connection with jockeys, 
and after a prominent training establish- 
ment had been broken up, a formidable 
‘jockeys’ ring” was dispersed. Soon 
after he had been elected a member of 
the Jockey Club he purchased a few 
horses, and sent them to Newmarket to 
be trained by William Gilbert. He won 
his first race with a filly named Khabara, 
by Hermit, out of Sultana, who, ridden 
by Charlie Wood, won two races at the 
Newmarket First July Meeting. Though 
he continued as an owner for some time, 
— no important success came to 
1m. 


A KEEN HUNTER. 

The Duke was an exceptionally keen 
hunting man, and he revived the Good- 
wood Hounds, a hunt which had been 
allowed to lapse by the fourth Duke. He 
acted as master until 1894, when the hunt 
was again disbanded. 

Goodwood Racecourse was constructed 
by the third Duke in 1801, and the profits 
go to swell the Ducal revenues. The 
late Duke made many improvements, and 
thus did much to raise the meeting to its 
present high level. At one time formal 
attire was as necessary at Goodwood as it 
is to-day at Ascot, but the Duke set the 
fashion of wearing more comfortable 
clothing by attending a meeting in flannels 
and a straw hat. At the house parties 
held at Goodwood House on the occasions 
of the race meetings he invariably had 
the honour of entertaining the King and 
other members of the Royal Family.

RURAL COUNCIL’S INCREASED 
ESTIMATE 

At the quarterly meeting of the North 
Dublin Rurai District Council, held in the 
office, Cavendish row, Dublin, yesterday, the 
sum of £21,115 was passed as the gross esti- 
mate for the maintenance of moi á for the 
financial year 1927-28. The estimate marked 
an increase of £1,644 over the sum (£19,471) 
last vear, 

In his report, the County Surveyor (Mr. 
J. A. Ryan) said that the roads and works 
of the district had heen maintained in fair 
order during the past year, but many roads 
were. becoming worn, anda “considerable 
amount of re-surfacing would be required to 
be carried out during the coming year. 

He had received from the Secretary of the 
County Council a copy of a letter from the 
Ministry of Local Government, stating that 
‘it may be assumed that the grant propor- 
tions for the coming financial year will be on 
the basis of the expenditure on trunk and 
link roads for 1927-28.’’ In calculating the 
demand on the rates he had credited the sum 
of £3,548—the same figure as in the present 
year’s financial estimate.

INSANITY ON THE 
INCREASE. 


CONDITIONS IN DUBLIN 
ASYLUM. 


Gye inar mae 
PATIENTS DOUBLED IN 
THIRTY YEARS. 


“ We all observe with regret that the 
number of patients in residence still shows 
a tendency to increase, and there are now 
nearly two hundred more patients than in 
1925, while the population of the institu- 


tion has virtually doubled itself in thirty 


ycars..”’ 

The above statement was made by Com- 
missioner Hernon at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Joint Committee. of the Grange- 
gorman Mental Hospital when proposing 
the adoption of the Finance Committee's 
report recommending a net estimate and 
demand of £144,596 for the ensuing finan- 
cial year, or £21,934 less than last year’s 
demand. 

Mr. P. J. Curran said that they might 
take it for granted that they were going 
to have a further increase in the number 
of patients before that time twelve 
months. It was well known what the 
cause of insanity in this country was. 

Mr. T. F. McGahon presided. 


MORE PATIENTS. 


PROBLEM OF ACCOMMODA.- 
TION. 


Proceeding, Commissioner Hernon said :— 
“Last year’s estimate was framed for a 
population of 35,480 patients, but the average 
number to December ól, 1927, was 3,485, so 
that the estimate will be exceeded. This year we 
are basing our demand on an estimate of 
5,510 patients, or thirty more than last year’s 
figure. ‘The problem of providing suitable ac 
commodation for our increasing numbers has 
been acute for many years past, and it is 
becoming increasingly acute. It must be 
faced in the immediate future, as, since we 
came into office three years ago, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent has been bringing the 
matter constantly under our notice. The 
Government, however, will not allow of any 
scheme for additional accommodation being 
inaugurated until the issue of the report of 
the Poor Law Commission. This report has 
now been issued for some time. 

FOOD PRICES. 

‘ Turning to the figures in the proposed de- 
mand, it will be observed that, while last year 
we credited savings to the amount of £7,150, 
and at the same time carried forward a sub- 
stantial balance, plus the savings of the cur- 
rent year, the total amounting to the figure 
of £21,369, the Finance Committee have 
thought it better to keep the demand for the 
ensuing year at the lowest possible figure. 
even with the certainty that next year’s de- 
mand must be substantially increased owing 
to the exhaustion of available credits. 

“ Prices of meat, flour, potatoes and farm 
supplies have been falling for some time, but, 
for the sake of the farmers of the country, I 
hope that prices have reached rock-bottom, 
and that we shall not have any further sav- 
ings to show under this head. Clothing prices 
are not falling, fuel is about as low as we 
van expect it to be, and I do not see any 
great prospect of substantial savings being 
made on the ensuing year’s estimate. If this 
should prove to be correct, our demand next 
year must necessarilv be increased by £21,000 
through the absence of credit savings. When 
we deduct revenue from expenditure our re- 
quirements for the year 1928-1929 amount to 
£165,965, while our demand is £21,569 less 
than this figure. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

‘The figures of revenue and expenditure 
have been examined in full detail by the 
Finaice Committee, and I do not propose te 
deal with them exhaustively. Our estimated 
expenditure shows a decrease of £6,850, sav- 
ings been shown under almost every head of 
service, while our revenue, notwithstanding a 
substantial reduction in the amount to be 
anticipated for service patients and criminal 
lunatics, is increased by £885. The revenue 
from paying patients has been maintained at 
a substantial total for many years past, and 
the amount received from this source enables 
a substantial reduction to be made in the 
demand on the racvepayers which would other- 
wise be necessa-y. The Finance Committee 
devoted a good deal of time to investigating 
every case brought to their notice. 

WAGES OF STAFF. 

“As the members are aware, owing to a recent 
judgment of the Supreme Court regarding 
the validity of reductions in the pay of the 
staff of a certain mental hospital made by 
the Committee, we are faced with the pros- 
pect of litigation to determine the validity of 
similar reductions which have been made by 
us. If is but right to say that the Finance 
Committee have made no provision for 
meeting the payment of arrears which have 
acerued, should these actions ‘result in judg- 
ments being obtained against ns. ' 

Mr. P. J. Curran moved a direct negative. 

Chairman—You cannot propose a direct 
necative. 

Mr. P. J. Curran—“TI hold that if this 
estimate is adopted it is only white-washing 
the eves of the ratepayers. You have a credit 
balance in hands of £21,000; you are taking 
that to put it to the credit of the rates. You 
will be faced with a £20,000 bill in the course 
of a few months for the staff's back-money ; 
you have taken nothing into consideration. 
good, bad or indifferent. Out of the £21,900 
at least. you should hold a credit of £14,000 
or £15,000, as you do not know what is going 
to happen. 

CAUSE OF INSANITY. 

“ As Mr. Heron rightly said, he was sorry 
to see the increase in the patients. But you 
may take it for granted that you are going 
to have a further increase before this time 
twelve months. It is well known what the 
cause of insanity in this country 1s. In 
County Cork the Board cut down. and they 
are not able to carry on. We will be going 
out of office the coming year, and those 
coming in will be faced with the necessity 
of putting up the rates three or four shillings. 
I move that of the £21,000 we carry forward 
at least £15,000.”’ | 

ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY. 

Mr. G: Mulvany seconded Mr. Curran s 
amendment, saying: “I would like to make it 
clear that 1 am not one of those spendthrifts. 
I am as much in favour of economy as anyone. 
but I would like it to be economy combined 
with efficiency. We know this economy 1s 
only on the surface and will only drag vs 
into greater evils. I almost begged of the 
Finance Committee to leave a small con- 
tingent amount. I was inclined to go further 
even than the £15,000 and request up to 
£16,500, which we will have to get somewhere 
before the end of our term of office.”’ 

The amendment was lost, Colonel Helv- 
Hutchinson, Mrs. Markey, Messrs. Campbell, 
Hernon, McGahn, Rooney and Smith voting 
against it. Messrs. Curran, Foran and 
Mulvany voted for the amendment. 

" ACCOMMODATION. 

After some discussion on the need for 
further accommodation for the mental hospital 
patients, Commissioner Hernon proposed that 
a committee be appointed to discuss the 
problem with the Dublin Commissioners, and 
to see how far they would be willing to 
accommodate some of the surplus patients. 
A committee consisting of Commissioner 
Hernon. Messrs. Mulvany, Campbell and 
Foran was appointed to consider the matter, 
and also to report on the possibility of secur- 
ing additional accommocation elsewhere. 


HOUSING OF ATTENDANTS. 


Colonel Helv-Hutchinson proposed a scheme ' 


for the additional housing of attendants. 
There were fourteen married attendants in 
Portrane living outside the 
thirty-five in Grangegorman. These men are 
given 10s. a week each in lieu of a house. 
At Portrane there are no suitable houses near 
the asylum, and a great many have to live 
at a distance, in Balbriggan, Lusk and 
Swords.

EXTENDING SCOPE OF 
OCOMMITTEE’S WORK. 


- 


Speaking on the occasion of the distribu- 
tion of prizes to the students of Naas Techni- 
cal Schools, at Naas last Monday, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Cullen, Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Kildare and Leighlin, said that the object 
of technical education, as he understood it, 
was to enable a person to engage in some 
branch of productive industry, and, in order 
that the instruction given be of a practical 
nature, it must chime in with local require- 
ments. From a cursory glance at the classes 
in which instruction had been given in Naas, 
he was satisfied that the curriculum complied 
completely with local requirements, and that 
instruction had been given in a variety of 
subjects which came into play in everyday 
life. If they wanted to know how important 
technical education was, they had qnly to 
remember that it was advocated by the most 
distinguished educationalists, and that 
Governments had devoted immense sums to its 
advancement. Every progressive nation in 
the world had attached importance to techni- 
cal training, and the least progressive nations 
were those that neylected it. For these 
reasons he was very pleased to know that 
County Kildare was making very good pro- 
gress in this important branch of education. 

REPORT SOON. 

Mr. Heller, of the Free State Department 
of Technical Instruction, said that the report 
of the recent Commission would be shortly 
forthcoming, and he believed that the find- 
ings of the Commission would eventually re- 
sult in a very considerable extension of the 
work of the Technical Committee. 

During the past few years, he said, Irish 
had, under the technical scheme, spread to 
the remotest corners of the land, and he 
must say that it had a very beneficial effect, 
in so much as it had created in these out- 
of-the-way districts what he might describe as 
an educational craving for instruction in 
other subjects as well as Irish. 

The Bishop had given an admirable de- 
finition of what technical education should 
really be—a preparation for productive in- 
dustry. He thought, in the near future, 
that they would have to change the character 
of technical instruction to a very large 
extent. If it was to be helpful to agricul- 
ture and industry in the Free State, it 
would have to be placed on a much more 
scientific basis that at present.

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CYCLIST KILLED BY 'BUS IN 
KING’S COUNTY. 

As he was cycling from Edenderry to Tulla- 
more on Tuesday evening, William Cahill, an 
.ex-Service man, married, of Barrack street, 
Tullamore, collided with a passenger ‘bus at 
Ballinagar, midway between Tullamore and 
‘Philipstown, and sustained injuries, from which 
he died on the way to the County Hospital. 

Arthur Roberts, the driver of the ‘bus, 
which was owned by Mr. G. N. Walsh, Tulla- 
more, and was on its way to Dublin, was 
arrested, and remanded on bail at Philips- 
‘town. An inquest was opened yesterday, but 
adjourned pene the outcome of the charge 
against Roberts. 

John C. Gowing, Xilleed, Philipstown, who 
was a passenger in the ‘bus, stated at the 
inquest that at about 5.20 p.m. he saw a 
‘cyclist coming along the road without a 
light. It was dark at the time, but the lights 
of the ’bus showed the road clearly. When 
about five or six yards from the ‘bus the 
cyclist swerved across the road right in front 
of the "bus, which, in an effort to avoid him, 
was driven into the ditch. The 'bus was 
slowing down at the time, and the driver 
pulled it up smartly. 

To the foreman of the jury—There was 
plenty of room for the cyclist to pass, and 
if he had not swerved there would have been 
no collision. | 

James Mulrennan, another passenger, said 
that. the "bus was backed a little to get the 
deceased man from underneath it, 

Dr. Meagher, surgeon to the County Hospi- 
tal, who conducted the post-mortem examina- 
tion, gave evidence “” the injuries, and said 
that it would appear as if the wheel of the 
‘bus had passed over the man’s left side or 
hit him. e died from shock. 

In reply to Mr. H. F. Brennan, LL.D., who 
appeared for the driver and the proprietor of 
the ’bus, he said that there were signs sug- 
gestive of old heart trouble. 

Dr. G. A. Moorhead, jun., who assisted at 
the post-mortem examination, said that he 
had medically attended the deceased man 
occasionally during three years. Cahill was 
in receipt of a pension from the British 
(fovernment for varicose veins, disorderly 
action of the heart, and piles. His heart was 
not of the best, and the deceased man com- 
plained of dizziness sometimes. Violent exer- 
cise would not have been safe for him. 

Mr. J. Ennis, solicitor, appeared for the 
widow of the deceased man.

CORK MUNICIPAL 
AFFAIRS. 


MINISTER'S VISIT TO 
THE CITY. 
CITIZENS’ DEPUTATION 
TO MEET HIM. 


- 


General Mulcahy, Minister of Local 
Government and Public Health, and Mr. 
E. P. McCarron, Secretary to the Local 
Government Department, arrived in Cork 
last night, and were received bv Mr. 
Commissioner Monahan, who accompanied 
them to the Hotel Metropole, where they 
are staying. 

The Minister is visiting the city with 
the object of making a personal com- 
parison of the present and former systems 
of municipal and local administration in 
Cork. 

The members of the Cork Borough 
Council, which was dissolved by the 
Government in 1924 when a Commis- 
sioner was appointed in their stead, and 
the representatives of other public bodies 
in the city met yesterday, on the invita- 
tion of Mr. Sean French, the Lord Mayor, 
and appointed a deputation to meet Mr. 
Mulcahy, and a resolution was passed ex- 
pressing the opinion that the people 
should be given an opportunity of electing 
new members to the Borough Council. 


A SMALLER COUNCIL.

THE LORD MAYOR’S VIEWS. 


The Minister had written asking the Lord 
Mayor and other deputies and members of 
public bodies to meet him when he visited 
Cork and give expression to their views re- 
garding the future local government of the 
city. The Inembers were unanimous in their 
desire for a reversion to the Corporation 
system of civic control as opposed to the 
Commissioner system; but there was a 
divergence of views regarding: the minor 
reforms which it was realised were neeessary 
in the older form of local government. 

The Lord Mayor, who had called the meet- 
ing, said that he was strongly in favour of a 
much smaller Council than many of his 
fellow-members thought desirable. He said 
that the spirit of the meeting should be ‘one 
of co-operation with any person, consistent 
with reasonable democracy and with the 
CIVIC benefits of the city. He personally was 
strongly opposed to the surrendering of the 
authority of the people into the hands of 
any one individual, no matter how capable 
that individual might be. 

HIS ONLY DESIRE. 

In calling this meeting, he said, I have 
only one desire, in that there is every pos- 
sibility of formulating a bill which would get 
the unanimous support of all creeds and 
classes. [ believe that there is not so much 
difference between our views on the matter 
that we could not get a measure which would 
do credit to the people of Cork, and I am 
perfectly confident that we can get that. 

Replying to a member, who suggested that 
they as a Corporation should not go on their 
knees to any Minister and beg for their re- 
instatement, the Lord Mayor said that they 
were not crawling to anybody. Certain 
public bodies had been invited to give an 
expression of their opinions to the Minister 
for Local Government, and it was their duty 
as members of the last elected Corporation in 
Cork to send a deputation to the Minister. 

THE COMPANY IDEA, 

Mr. Liam De Roiste put forward a sugges- 
tion for the formation of the new Corporation 
on lines similar to those adopted by 
a limited hability company. That method. 
he said, without ‘being ideal, would 
be a sound business-like basis on which to 
work. The elected representatives of the 
people could be considered as shareholders, 
and would from themselves elect. their owu 
Board of Directors to meet regularly and re 
port to the shareholders—quarterly, half- 
yearly or whenever it was thought fit 

It was a very debatable point whether in 
a city like Cork, where they had a City 
Engineer and Town Clerk and a Law 
Adviser, they should also have a City 
Manager. One of those officials could be 
given the same powers and would be quite 
capablo of performing those duties. 

AT THE MERCY OF OFFICIALS. 

Mr. John Good said that they all realised 
that the old system had its shortcomings, 
and they as a body had been entirely at the 
mercy of the officials. If any one of the 
members had been. placed in the position ot 
Commissioner, and given the same powers, 
he would have done equally well, if not 
better, in view of his knowledge of local 
affairs. 

Sir John Scott also supported the re-estab- 
lishment of the Borough Council of Cork, and 
said that the trade and commerce of the city 
had not progressed during the last few years. 
He thought it was an indignity to put on the 
city to do away with the Corporation, and 
it had not helped the city’s prosperity. 

THE COUNCIL'S RECORD. 

Several other members also criticised the 
abolition of the Corporation, and Mr. Joha 
Horgan said that few public bodies in tha 
United Kingdom would have come through 
such an inquiry as the Cork Corporation had 
with such a clean record. As a way of 
establishing the best means of local govern 
ment for the city he suggested that the (‘om- 
missioner’ system should be sulject to a 
similar inquiry, and that the work of the 
past three and a haif years be as closely 
scrutinised. 


THE REGISTER. 

Amongst. other matters discussed was the 
franchise, and the Lord Mayor said that the 
present Parliamentary register was sufficiently 
complete for the purposes of a civic election. 
There was no necessity, in his opinion, for 
two registers. 

In support of his contention that a smaller 
council would make for greater efficiency, he 
said that the numerous sub-committees of the 
old Corporation’ could be reduced if neces- 
sary to three. This would lessen the burden 
on individual members, many of whom found 
it impossible to attend the meetings and, at 
the same time, attend to their own private 
business.

A WELL-KNOWN DUBLIN

His many friends in Ireland will read with 
regret of the death of Mr. Arthur B. 
Franklin, Inspector of Factories, which 
occurred at Manchester on the 12th inst. Mr. 
Franklin was the fourth surviving son of the 
late Mr. Benjamin Franklin, a well-known 
Cork Solicitor, and was aged fifty-two. For 
many years he was an assistant Inspector of 
Factories in Dublin, where he made hosts of 
friends. He was a member of the Leinster 
Cricket Club and Wanderers’ Football Club. 
Possessing a genial nature, with a keen love 
of sport of every kind, he became a very 
nln. aos figure. e was transferred to Scot- 
land on promotion about twelve years ago. 
Subsequently he served at Barrow-in-Furness, 
and finally he was appointed first-class 
Inspector at Manchester. He never lost an 
opportunity to visit his native land, and his 
figure was familiar at Lansdowne road, 
College Park, and wherever sporting competi. 
tions of any kind were in progress. 

Mr. Franklin contracted bronchitis recently 
and this was followed by heart failure. 

The interment took place on Monday last 
at the Southern Cemetery, Manchester. In 
addition to the relatives present, which, in- 
cluded Mr. Frederick Franklin, a chief staff 
officer of the Bank of Ireland, Dublin, his 
colleagues attended in force. These included 
Mr. May, Chief Inspector; Mr. Buchan, In- 
spector; Dr. Henry, Mr. Taylor, Inspector, 
and numerous friends from Dublin, Barrow- 
in-Furness and Manchester.

To most of the visitors it was a 
novel and an interesting experience. The 
mills are one hundred and fifty years old, 
and they are the only paper mills in the Irish 
Free “state. In days gone by these mills 
were very prosperous, but in later years they 
encountered serious competition from foreign 
manufacturers. That competition compelled 
the closing down of the milis about two years 
ago, with the result that those who had 
made their living by their service there were 
thrown upon the unemployed market. 

A new era has dawned upon the Clondalkin 
aud Saggart district by the re-opening of the 
paper mills. The works have been taken in 
hand by a company of experts in the manu- 
facture of paper in England and Scotland. 

WORK FOR 100 PEOPLE, 

The qualities of paper that the mills are 
turmng out are a new manufacture called 
‘“Swiftbrook Bond,’ a paper suitable for 
type-writing, which was never before made 
in Ireland; ledger and account-book papers, 
ordinary writing papers, and envelopes. 

The mills started work a few days ago, and 
about one hundred men and women are em- 
ployed. 

The visitors were shown the process of 
paper-making from the' raw materials of waste 
cotton, rags and wood pulp, down to the 
finished article on spindle rolls and the cutting 
to the size of envelopes. It is estimated that 
when the mills are in full working order they 
will produce about twenty-five tons of paper 
per day. 

THE VISITORS WELCOMED. 

Alderman J. Hubbard Clark, on behalf oí 
his fellow-directors, welcomed the visitors. 
These were, he said. the only mills of their 
kind in the Free State. Preparations had 
been going on for the past few months, and 
when all the alterations and additions to the 
plant had been completed the mills would un- 
doubtedly be amongst the best of their class 
in the three Kingdoms. 

The majority of the directors, he said, had 
a life-long experience of the paper trade, 
and had “ made good ” at it, and the general 
manager (Mr. R. W. Horsburgh) was an 
expert at the business. ‘The directors looked 
ior, and would try to merit, every 
assistance from workers and _ customers 
alike. They hoped to satisfy all their 
customers that their papers would 
compete as to guality and price with anything 
of. the kind from the other side of the 
Channel. At the outset of their efforts to 
revive this old Irish industry he claimed that 
they were entitled to expect that every user 
of hightgrade papers in_ the Free State, 
whether they be Government departments, 
local bodies, banks, commercial houses or 
private individuals, should specify and see 
that they got the Swiftbrook Mill papers. 
(Hear, hear.) The directors felt sure that 
the re-opening of these mills would be wel- 
comed by all the members of the printing 
and stationery trades, and that they woul 
give the undertaking every: encouragement. 
He desired to express the thanks of the 
directors to the officials of the Department of 
Industries and Commerce for their help and 
sympathy in enabling them to get started 
with so little delay. (Applause. ) 

AN IMPORTANT REVIVAL, 

Mr. J. N. Dolan, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, expressed the pleasure which he 
and other officials had in taking part in that 
day s function. Those gentlemen who were 
associated with the revival of this important 
industry deserved great credit for their work.

He 
was pleased to find that the company had 
secured the services of so competent a 
manager as Mr. Horsburgh.

Mr. James McNeill, the new Governor- 
General oí the Irish Free State, who takes 
up his duties in Dublin early next month, 
is continuing to act as High Commis- 
sioner in London for the Free State, a 
post which he has held since 1923. 

While his official position debars him 
from discussing the political situation in 
Ireland, he told the Lobby Correspondent 
of the Evening Standard yesterday some 
of his hopes for the future of the Free 
State. 

The new Governor-General, a man of 
retiring manner and quiet speech, has a 
record of a quarter of a century in the 
Indian Civil Service, and was a member 
of the Imperial Legislative Council. 


A DYING MEMORY. 

general conditions prevailing 
predecessor, Mr. Healy, con- 
sented to become the first Governor- 
General,” said Mr. MeNeill, ‘‘ cannot 
have encouraged him, optimist as he is, 
to hope for the progress made during his 
term of office.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Mr. McNeill spoke of industrial de- 
velopments, mentioning that the Shannon 
electricity scheme is approaching comple- 
tion, and that its industrial potentialities 
are already attracting attention, both in 
Ireland and Great Britain. These facts, 
he said, showed that when he succeeded 
Mr. Healy he would ‘‘ return to a 
peaceful country, in which well-devised 
plans of development are being energetic- 
ally carried out and new projects are 
being prepared. 

Talking of the responsibilities of his 
Office, he said :—‘‘ Of course, as Governor- 
General, I shall have no concern with 
party politics. My Irish friends and 
acquaintances are not confined to any one 
party. Naturally, I hope that during my 
term of office I shall have an opportunity 
of both performing useful public duties 
and of enjoying pleasant social relations 
with Irishmen and Irishwomen who wish 
to co-operate in any form of useful work. 


THE AGA KHAN. 

“I have by no means forgotten my 
Indian experiences,” Mr. McNeill said in 
conclusion. “ I think I might sum them 
up by saying that there was much work, 
interesting and varied; there were good 
friends, and there was at intervals good 
sport with game, small and big.

The 
Library of Specifications will be open to 
the public, and they will have the oppor- 
tunity of referring to the British specifi- 
cations from 1617, which have been taken 
over from the National Library. There 
are also six hundred volumes of United 
States of America specifications, and it is 
hoped to make the collection sufficiently 
representative to afford all - reasonable 
facilities for the inventive talent of the 
country.

POLO AND OTHER SPORTS TO 
BE INTRODUCED. 


A scheme is under consideration for the 
reintroduction of polo, gymkhanas and group 
races at the Crystal Palace, London, accord- 
ing to the general manager, Mr. H, J. 
Buckland. 

In his speech at the annual meeting of the 
trustees at the Guildhall, London, yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Buckland said that the 
trustees had decided against greyhound 
racing, but it was hoped to build an amuse- 
ment park, if even on a modified scale, and 
to reintroduce polo in the Palace grounds, 
with concommitant mounted sports, such as 
gymkhanas and pony races. 

The Crystal Palace, he said, was once 
again growing in popularity, and they had 
succeeded in meeting all charges and out- 
goings of every description, leaving a balance 
of £278 6s. 10d. on December 3lst. Last year 
1,029,878. people passed through the turn- 
stiles, as against 1,015,782 in 1926.

The Chief Justice explained that they had 
nothing to do with the facts of the case, and 
could only deal with grounds. involving some 
question of law. 

The grounds on which the prisoner made 
his ipplication were that he had been tried 
on certain charges on which he had not been 
sent forward from the District Court, and of 
which he had no knowledge, and that his 
‘trial was unsatisfactory owing to the manner 
in which the Circuit Judge summed up the 
evidence to the jury, which, he said, was 
prejudicial to him. 

Having referred to places in Dorset street 
and the North Circular road where it 
alleged that he had been attempting to pass 
forged notes, he .said that he was not the 
tenant of the premises 44 Moore street, where 
the counterfeit notes were found, and {the 
prosecution refused to put the landlord on the 
witness stand, and there was no evidence to 
prove that he ever entered the premises 

In summing-up the evidence the Judge told 
the jury, he said, that they were all business 
men, and it was those who were losing by ‘his 
acts. He said:—‘‘I hope, gentlemen, you 
will find no difficulty in finding the prisoner 
guilty,” and he also told them that it did 
not matter who the tenant of 
premises. 

The Chief Justice said that they had got 
the stenographer’s report of the Judges

In a case of Helena Stapleton, atteridant in 
the Mental Hospital, Clonmel, against the 
Prudential Assurance Co., Ltd., 

Mr. Shannon, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr. Thomas F. 
O’Brien), on behalf of the defendants, applied 
by way of appeal for an order that so much 
ot the judgment of the Judge of the Circuit 
Court given at Clonmel on the 24th June, 
1927, in the action as declared that the plain- 
tiff did not understand the proposal and 
policy of assurance with the detendants, and 
was entitled to recover, and ordered payment 
to the plaintiff of £15 4s., with costs, be 
reversed, and that the plaintiff’s equity civil 
bill be dismissed with costs, on the grounds 
that the part of the judgment to which ex- 
ception was taken was made without evidence 
and against evidence, and that the Circuit 
Judge misdirected himself in law in holding 
on the facts found by him that the plaintiff 
was entitled to recover the sum mentioned. 


Counsel said that the action was brought 


| by the plaintiff to recover premiums paid by 


on a policy of insurance, dated 27th 
March, 1916, made between her and the 
defendants. It was a life policy, with an 
option to the plaintiff at the end of ten years 
and eleven months to change it into an endow- 
ment policy payable at a certain age. The 
whole point in the case was that the plaintiff 
said that she did not understand the policy, 
and that she thought that at the end of ten 
vears she would get the amount insured, 
namelv—£25, and that when she went at the 
end of ten years to the insurance company 
they told her that that was not the effect of 
the policy; that she then thought that if she 
paid for another twelve months she would 
then get it, and that she had made a mistake. 
On that ground the Judge gave relief to the 
plaintiff—a ground that was wholly unsustain- 
able in law. 

The case was regarded as of great import- 
ance by the insurance company, not for the 
few pounds at stake, but by reason of the 
principle involved. 

Mr. Blood, K.C., with whom was Mr. M. 
J. Connolly (instructed by Mr. James Reilly) 
addressed the Court in support of the plain- 
tiff's case, and had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

PRISONERS’, ALLEGATIONS 


AGAINST POLICE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A protest against the method by which 
they had been identified at a parade at Store 
Street Police Station was made by Bernard 
McClusky and Peter King when police 
evidence was being given in charges against 
them of breaking into the premises, 6\ West- 
land row, on the 6th December last, and 
stealing a quantity of cigarettes, etc., and 
committing a similar offence in adjoining 
premises. : 

Sergeant 29D gave evidence as to a second 
parade at the Bridewell. 

tuard 60D said that he was at the parade, 
and nothing irregular occurred. 

The prisoner King, from the dock, alleged 

that one of the Guards got another to identify 
him. 
McClusky, in sworn evidence, gave his 
version of the identification proceedings, and 
declared that the sergeant told a constable to 
“pick him out,” he case was ‘trumped 
up ”” against him by the police. 

Cross-examined by Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C. 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), the 
prisoner admitted that he had been sentenced 
to eight months’ imprisonment for larceny, 
had served other sentences previously, and 
was out of jail only for about three weeks 
when he was arrested on this occasion. 

Peter King also gave evidence on his own 
behalf. He said that he and two others, 
named Clarke and O'Rourke, were returning 
from a “wake ” in Railway street when they 
met two lads in Brunswick street who had a 
parcel. Just then there was a cry of “halt,” 
and the witness ran away. (Laughter.) Sub- 
sequently he was arrested. He denied having 
entered either of the premises which had been 
robbed. 

In cross-examination, King admitted that 
he was one of three persons who ran from 
the direction of Westland row towards Butt 
Bridge. His previous statement that he was 
at a ‘‘ wake’’ was untrue: He was convinced 
that he would not have heen identified if :t 
had not. been for the action of a detective who 
drew the attention of a Guard to him. He 
admitted that he had got three years in a 
Borsta] institution in 1924 for shop-breaking,
